WOULD AROUSE

“Palsied, Legarthic Gov- 
ernments” Must Be Awak- 


ened to Present Needs 


Labelling the governments of this 
province and of the Dominion as 
“palsied” and “lethargic,” H. H. 
Parlee, K.C., prominent barrister of 
Edmonton, in an address to the 
Young Liberals’ Club, Monday eve- 
ning, charged that, although tre- 
mendous upheavals are taking place 
in every country of the world, our 
governments appear to be taking no 
steps to remedy any of the prob- 
lems affecting the country or its 
people. 

Young men and women who want 
to make a place for themselves in 
the world today find that there is 
no opportunity for them, and no- 
thing is being done about it, the 
speaker said. 

“IT would like to be able to stir 
up and inflame the young men and 
the youth of this country so that 
they would not stand for the pres- 
ent palsied state of the govern- 
ments”, he declared vehemently. 

He quoted Lord Macmillan’s state- 
ment that, “the world will never re- 
vert to the status quo ante,” and 


_ President Roosevelt of the United 


States statement that “the world 
would not return to past condi- 
tions,” as evidence of a present up- 
heaval. 

“Those men of my age,” he said, 
“have had our chance. When we 


) graduated from high school or uni- 


versity and wanted to go out and 
make a place for ourselves in the 


_ world, there was a place for us. 


“But if, as is the present condi- 


_ tion, there is no opportunity afford- 


ed, then the system has failed or 
the governments have failed in the 
administration of the system, 

“This isn't an immediate situa- 
tion. This condition has been going 
on for upwards of four years,” he 
said.

GUY WEADICK 
SEEKS $100,000 
FOR DAMAGES 


CALGARY, March 13.—A claim 
that he is the “originator and in- 
ventor” of the west’s colorful 
pageant “the stampede,” an annual 
event in Calgary which embraces 
a wild west show and cowboy con- 
test, Guy Weadick, rancher and 
showman, has started court pro- 
ceedings against the Calgary Ex- 
hibition and Stampede Company 
Limited. 

In supreme court, Weadick seeks 
$100,000 damages from the Exhibi- 
tion Company for continuing, year- 
after-year, to present “his show” 
and asks an interim and perman- 
ent injunction which would pro- 
hibit the company from producing 
“the stampede.” 

The colorful rancher, known 
throughout Canada and the United 
| States, first put on “the stampede” 
in Calgary in 1912. It was the first 
time in history, he charges in a 
statement of claim, that a frontier 
day celebration and wild west show 
was called “the stampede.” 

E. L. Richardson is the present 
general-manager of the Calgary Ex- 
hibition and Stampede Company. 
Weadick was manager of “the stam- 
pede” until August, 1932.

OTTAWA, March 13.—Peddling 
of Dominion government con- 
tracts which eventually were 
filled in factories paying girls $2 
and $3 a week, was charged in 
the House of Commons last night 
by two Laborites, Humphrey | 
Mitchell of Hamilton and A. A. | 
Heaps, Winnipeg. 

“I have in mind,” said Mr. Heaps, 
“one contract that was let by the 
government which was sublet again 
to a third and possibly a fourth 
man, and the girls working on the 
contract were paid, I was told re- 
liably, $2 and $3 a week.” 

All government contracts, said 
Hon. Wesley Gordon, minister of 
labor, included a clause stipulating 
that provincial labor laws must be 
observed. If there was a breach, 
the contract could be cancelled or 
an investigation made by a Domin- 
ion government fair wage officer.

‘JAIL DELIVERY

Jurist Sounds Alarm Over 


Possible Raid at Lima, 
Ohio 
LIMA, O., March 13—A grow- 
ing apprehension that John Dil- 
linger, whittling jail breaker, 
may lead a raid to free an im- 
prisoned pal, made trigger fin- 
gers nervous in Ohio today. 
Several signs pointed to the 
possibility Dillinger may be 
bent on liberating Harry Pier- 
pont, doomed murderer, from 
the county jail here. Pierpont 
helped free Dillinger from the 
same jail last Oct, 12. 
Indications included: 
1—tThe disappearance of a Leip- 
sic, O.. woman. Police said she is 


known to have communicated with | 


one of three Dillinger henchmen 
held here. 

2—The brief announcement of | 
Judge E. E. Everett, 
ceived direct word that Dillinger is 
on his way here with armed men.” | 

3—Recurrent alarms concerning 
automobiles supposed to carry Dil- 
linger. 

Authorities intercepted a coded 
telephone message sent from Leip- 
sic, O., near Pierpont’s home, to a 
hotel room in Chicago. 

It could not be translated. A man 
speaking to a woman in the Chi- 
cago hotel, said briefly that some 
one (a code name was used) was 
“ill” and they were “bringing him 
home.” Officials were of the opin- 
ion that the message was going 
through the woman in Chicago to 
Dillinger. 


Lookout Alarm

alarm to police in norihwestern 
Ohio to be on the lookout for an 
automobile containing three men, 
“all heavily armed.”

Disagreeing entirely with the fig- 
ures brought down by the governs 
ment as to the net debt of the prov- 
ince Mr. Duggan said that this 
should be over $116,000,000 instead 
of the $106,000,000 claimed by the 
government. He also stated that 
some of the things listed in the gov- 
ernment statement as assets were in 
reality complete ‘wash-outs”, for 
which one cent could never be ree 
alized, and held that a fair valua- 
tion of assets would be $65,000,000, 
leaving an approximate loss of $50,- 
000,000 of the taxpayers’ money with 
nothing to show for it. 


GOVT. INEFFICIENT 


“It has been said by speakers on 
the government side that the fault 
lies with the present system. The 
fault is not with the present system 
but with the extravagance and in- 
efficiency of this administration,” 
he declared as he finished a com- 
parison of the U.F.A. government's 
activities with the government 
which had preceded it. 

Alberta, he said, was now far 
worse off than any other Western 
Province in the matter of its fin- 
ances, Since 1931 deficits in this 
prevince had been steadily grow- 
ing, until at March 31 last they 
reached the staggering sum ‘of 
$11,435,672 which was more than 
$1,000,000 im excess of Saskatch- 
ewan, some $5,000,000 in excess of 
British Columbia and over $9,000,- 
000 in excess of Manitoba's de- 
ficits, 

“Reports from all other Western 
provinces indicate an improvement 
in revenue position during the first 
nine months of the present fiscal 
year, but unfortunately Alberta is 
down in receipts by over $1,000,000 
compared with the previous year, 
making a total shortage as at De- 
cember 31 last of some $2,000,000, 
and our deficit for the present fiscal 
year will approximate $3,000,000,” 
he said, 

NO CONFIDENCE 

Anyone looking over the figures 
and subjecting them to an an- 
alytical survey must come to one 
conclusion only, he said, that the 
government was inept and ineffic- 
jient, and that there eould be no 
confidence in the present adminis- 
| tration. 


SUPPORTS HOWSON 

“If I were taking a text for my 
address today, I think I would em- 
ploy the words of the Deputy Min- 
ister of Telephones in his last re- 
port, only substituting the word 
‘Government’ for the words ‘Rural 
Telephones,’ which would read: 
‘This Government is close to the 
end of its useful life, and no re- 
serves are available for rebuild- 
ing’,” declared Mr. Duggan. 

“When I read the somewhat 
lengthy amendment of the Liberal 
leader, I have to congratulate him 
on setting forth a series of figures 
which have been taken from the 
Public Accounts, and therefore 
must be accepted as being accurate. 
Anyone who reviews this state- 
ment, together with the general re- 
cord of the Government, cannot fail 
to subscribe to an amendment of 
| no-confidence. 

“In 1921, when the U.F.A. party 
sought the endorsation of the 
public, one of the main planks in 
their platform was “economy in ad- 
ministration.”

“Compare the records and what

“Revenue and expenditures on , 
Income account for the 11 years 
ending on December 31, 1921, dur- 
ing the Liberal regime show re- 
venues of $60,314,828.19 and ex- 
penditures of $64,895,501.09 for the 
same period, leaving a deficit 
after deducting surpluses of $4,- | 
580,672, 

| “But during the U.F.A, regime 
| for the 11 years ending on March 
32, 1933, revenues were $141,681,- 
824.67 and expenditures 
were $152,356,161.89 leaving a de- 
ficit on that date after deducting 
surpluses of $10,178,593.76, 

“The increase in revenue during 
the eleven years of the U.F.A, re- 
gime over that of the Liberal Ad- 
ministration was $81,366,996.48, but 
the increase in expenditures over 
that of the Liberal regime was 
$87,460,660.80, 

“This is an average annual in- 
crease of revenue during the 11 
years of U.F.A. rule over the 11 
years of Liberal regime of §$7,- 
396,999, but their average annual 
increase in expenditure over that 
of their Liberal predecessors in 
office was $7,950,969. 

“Thus we find that while the | 
average annual deficit during the 
11 years of Liberal reign was 
$116,424, in the 11 years of U.F.A. 
administration it has more than 
doubled and now stands at an 
average annual deficit of $925,- | 
326.71, a deplorable record. 


COMPARATIVE DEFICITS 
“This government boasts of 
superior financial position as com- 
pared with the other western pro- 
vinces. The real test of adminis- 
tration is the ability to live with- 
in your annual income. The out- 
standing criticism of the present 
| government is that it failed to ad-| 
just its spending program early in 
|the depression. The comparative 
statement of deficits if the four 
western provinces since 1931 shows 
that Alberta is by far the worst of- 
fender, The facts are as set out: 
Manitoba, $2,393,800.35; Saskatche- 
wan, $10,255,598.63; British Colum- 
bia, $6,156,514.17; Alberta, general 
$9,567,153,05, telephones  $1,868,- 
519.90, or a total of $11,435,672.95. 
“Reports from all the other w 
ern provinces indicate an improy 
ment in revenue position during 
the first nine months of the present 
fiscal year, but unfortunately Al- 
berta is down in receipts by over 
one million as at December 31 last, 
compared with the previous year, 
making a total shortage as at De 
cember 31 of approximately two 
millions. If we include losses and 
depreciation in the telephone de- 
partment, our deficit for the pre- 
sent year will approximate three 
millions of dollars, which again 
will be greatly in excess of the de- 
ficits of any of the other western 
provinces

1932, the present government had) 
imposed twenty-four new licenses, | 
exclusive of the department of 
lands and mines, In addition, many 
of the licenses and fees imposed 
by the predecessors of the present 
government were increased by the 
present government,” he said. “This 
government has overlooked the fact 
that licenses are intended to cover 
the cost of supervision and admin- 
istration, and not as a source of 
revenue. As an illustration of the 
injustice of this method, I submit to 
you the figures in connection with | 
the fire insurance branch of the! 
government | 

“They show that there has been 
a substantial decline since 1930 in 
the amount of the insurance pre- 
miums and the fire losses, and a 
substantial reduction in the 
Administration costs of the Fire In- 
furance Branch of the Province, 
while on the other hand the license 
fees and fire tax paid by Insurance 
companies is higher in 1933 than in 
1930, and the license fees paid by 
agents considerably higher. 

“The real purpose of the licence 
| fee is to provide funds to take care 
|of administration costs, The policy 
of the present Government has been 
to establish license rates so as to 
provide revenue. If we compare the 
revenue received in 1933 from In- 
surance Companies and Insurance 


Agents with the cost of administra- 
tion, it will be seen that the in- 


creases which were put into effect 
were wholly unwarranted; 
in fact we would be penalizing fire 
insurance agents even if the license 
fees were cut in two. 

“In 1933, insurance companies 
and agents paid to the Province in 
license fees and tax on fire business 
the sum of $91,401.39, plus Corpora- 
tion Tax to the Provincial Secretary 
of $77,974.13, when the total admin- 
istration costs of the Fire Insurance 
Branch of the Province was $19,- 
673. 


PUBLIC DEBT 

Dealing with the public debt, Mr. 
Duggan said that the net funded 
and unfunded debt of the province 
as at December 3l1st, 1933, amounted 


~|to $144,044,626.54. 


“In the auditor's report he states: 
‘In order to arrive at the net gen- 
eral debt the following realizable 
or ineome-producing assets may 
properly be deducted: Loans, Ad- 
vances and Accounts Receivable 
fully secured, $13,241,275.29; work- 
ing advance, $635,118.10; Alberta 
Government Telephones, plant and 
supplies, at cost, $23,833,793.06; 
making a net general debt of 
$106.334,440,09." 

“Why this statement is in accord- 
ance with the present accounting 
system, it must be admitted that 
there is a capital loss on telephones 
of approximately $10,000,000. There- 
fore our net general debt should be 
$116.234,440.00

GET OUT OF TREATY 


‘Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, who| 


led the great adventure of Zee- 
brugge, likewise stepped on a new 
quarter-deck to plead that the gov- 
ernment take the British Navy out 
of the restricting coils of the Lon- 
don naval treaty as soon as pos- 
sible 

L. M. S. Amery, former First 
Lord of the Admiralty, demanded 
a halt in “gambling with our de- 
fences.” 

George Lambert, National-Lib- 
eral, was disturbed over the French 
naval program of 80 submarines, 
and Commander A, Marsden, Con- 
servative, pointed out that, when 
the London naval treaty expired, 14 
of Britain's 50 cruisers would be 
out of date while Britain had no 
ship east of Suez able to cope with 
the German pocket-battleship now 
in Pacific waters, the Deutschland. 


ADMIRAL KEYES PLEADS 

Making his maiden speech in the 
House, Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, 
renowned for the blocking of Ger- 
mar submarine outlets at Ostend 
and Zeebrugge in 1918, supported 
the earlier declaration in favor of 
the big battleship by Sir Bolton 
Eyres-Monsell, first lord of the ad- 
miralty. 

Sir Bolton, introducing the naval 
estimates, had also pointed out that 
to maintain treaty limite Britain 
would have to retain over-aged 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 

He described the London treaty 

“unfair and hampering,” recalling 
it called for substantial reductions 
in British forces while permitting 
the U.S. substantial new construc- 
tion to reach the parity conceded 
her. 


SINGAPORE BASE ESSENTIAL 


Sir Roger declared: “I 
National government will move 
forward resolutely and build all the 
ships we are allowed under 
terms of the treaty, and that at the 
first favorable moment it will re- 
lease the navy from the toils of the 
London treaty.” 

He considered the Singapore nav- 
al base, previously criticized by a 
Labor spokesman, as essential to the 
naval defence of Australia and 
New Zealand and to Britisn opera- 
tions in the Far East. 

“Australia and New Zealand 
came to our aid in the Great War,” 
he declared. “Are we to leave them 
dependent perhaps on a message 
of sympathy if they are in trouble?”

“The second item, ‘Loans and 
Avances,’ should be cut in two, 
as an examination of the losses 
in loans and advances makes it 
quite clear that we will never 
collect more than fifty per cent. 

“With respect to the third item, 
Deferred Charges and Capital 
Losses,’ one has only to refer to 
page 34 of the 1933 accounts to 
see that this is an entire loss. 

“Item number four deals with 
losses on income account, 
These are permanent losses. 

“It is therefore quite clear that 
a most generous estimate of the 
assets represented in our net gen- 
eral debt will not exceed  sixty- 
five millions of dollars, or an ap- 
proximate capital loss of fifty 
millions, with

losses on our provincial guaran- 
tee, which eventually will 
into millions of dollars.

“With respect to deficits, it must 
not be forgotten that the money we 
have expended in excess of annual 
revenue was borrowed money, and 


this was used to maintain services | 


such as education, hospitals, main- 
tenance of highways—thereby giv- 
ing the taxpayer temporary relief,” 
he pointed out. “We provided rail- 
ways and telephones for the people 
of this Province out of borrowed 
money. 


We played with commercial act- 
ivities, and co-operative enter- 
prises, and lost money and called 
upon the money-lenders to pro- 
vide the deficiencies, 

“We provided relief for the unem- 
ployed, seed-grain and fodder for 
stricken agricultural areas. In all 
these cases it was the money-lender 
who provided the funds, and not 
the taxpayer. It is true the burden 
of interest is heavy, but the recog- 
nized method of reducing interest 
charges is to improve our credit. 
This cannot be done by budgetting 
for deficits. It can only be done by 
living within our means, During the 
last three years the Federal Gov-

FRANCE FINDS A MARKET 

France has made a deal with Japan whereby 
a syndicate will be formed to sell French goods 
in the new “independent” state of Manchukuo. 
The independence of Manchukuo does not go 
the length of giving that country power to regu- 
late its trade relationships with other countries 
Japan attends to that technical detail for the 
inexperienced Emperor Pu Yi. 

France is a long w ay from Manchukuo, and 
manufactured goods, in which 
Japan also specializes. France demands 
payment for its goods in gold, or the equivaient 
thereof in products or other metals; and neither 
Japan nor Manchukuo have gold to spare.

If France can find a market for goods in 
Manchukuo, Canada should be able to find a 
market there for the very different products we 
produce for export—if the policy of Canada 
was aimed at promoting trade instead of pre- 
venting it. We could assuredly do business in 
that quarter if we would accept silver in pay- 
ment, or trade products on the basis of count- 
ing silver as money, and not merely as a com- 
modity we do not want. 


TWO NINDS OF PROPERTY 

Mr. Stuart Chase is no stranger to readers 
of the Bulletin. On the front page today is 
reproduced another of his illuminating articles, 
entitled ‘Property in the Power Age.” In this, 
Mr. Chase draws the distinction between what 
may be properly considered personal property 
and what must be regarded commercial 
property. Personal property is that in the use 
of which only the owner and his household are 
concerned. Commercial property is that by 
which the public, or some section of the public, 
are also affected according to the way it is used. 

A violin illustrates the nature of personal 
property. The owner may play it, or refrain 
from playing it, without imposing hardship on 
the community. A factory is different. When 
that stands idle others beside the owner or 
owners are affected. The employees are thrown 
out of employment and their income is cut off. 
The depression has shown plainly enough what 
follows. The employees and their families are 
obliged to go on relief—that is, accept public 
support, The employees and the public at large 
are thus interested parties in the use that is 
made of “commercial” property. 

Mr. Chase's article is a real contribution to 
clearer understanding of the economic set-up 
disclosed by these depression years, and of the 
veadjustments which will have to be made to 
prevent the recurrence of like periods of dis- 
tress.

MISFORTUNE SHOULD NOT BAR 

Calgary city council is asking for a charter 
amendment to prevent persons on relief being 
thereby debarred from running as candidates in 
a civic election. 

Normally the proposal would be uncalled 
for, and would arouse wide objection. But the 
times are not normal. Thousands of urban and 
rural residents are now on relief who ordinarily 
are self-supporting and tax-paying. To suppose 
they have on that account ceased to be depend- 


able citizens, and have become dangerous 
irresponsibles, is absurd If this depression 
lasted for five years more, how many would 
be left eligible to run as candidates if those 


on relief were barred? 

No discredit attaches to the man who has 
been swept out of employment by the landslide 
of deflation and forced to accept assistance for

None the legs, there is a basis of reality for 
the contention, On the 380th of January last 
Alberta was indebted to the Dominion to the 
extent of $8,082,000, money advanced during 
the last three years for ordinary provincial pur- 
poses as well as for carrying on relief. This 
province is no longer a self-dependent political 
entity. It is a financial dependency of the 
Dominion, with its revenues being pledged in 
advance to the federal treasury at a rate up- 
wards of $3,000,000 a year. That looks un- 
pleasantly like a process of “absorption.” 

Further, at the time of the last visit of 
Premier Bennett to Edmonton it became known 
that there was in financial circles in Montreal 
and Toronto a definite and aggressive move- 
ment to bring about the default of the western 
provinces and to place them under an adminis- 
trative commission on behalf of their bond- 
holders, That looks equally like a threat to our 
provincial “sovereignty.” 

No blame attaches to the Brownlee Govern- 
ment because it has had to do its borrowing 
at Ottawa, and there is no suggestion that 
Premier Bennett is or was a party to any plan 
to suspend self-government in the western 
provinces. But the facts amply show that no 
means should be neglected to re-establish the 
financial independence of the province and 
avert the danger of default. 

A re-financing of the provincial debt is the 
one way to- free Alberta from falling into 
heavier and heavier obligations to Ottawa, and 
from the menace of going the way of New- 
foundiand.

The Passing Show

Another of those absurd situations which 
rise out of the absurd immigration laws of 
United States and Canada has come to harass 


the life of a pleasing young woman who hither- 
to has devoted herself to entertaining the bored 
and pleasureless lives of people on both sides 
of the international boundary. 

Perhaps you've seen Pat- 
ricia Salmon. If not, you've 
probably heard of her, Patsy 
was born in England*twenty 
odd years ago. Her parents 
brought her to Canada. They 
live in the suburbs of Van- 
couver. Patsy went to school 
in the coast city and develop- 
ed unusual gifts as an enter- 
tainer. 

When the impatient custo- 
mers for the Dempsey-Gibbons fight were 
milling about in Shelby, Montana, in 1923, wait- 
ing for the delayed bout to begin, Patsy 
panicked them with her grace and youthful 
beauty and her clever singing and dancing. 
New York newspapermen proclaimed her a 
“find” and in due course Patsy was brought to 
Brpadway and became a Follies show girl. The 
wonder is that she hasn‘t become a Hollywood 
star. 

Patsy had made a boy and girl marriage 
with an English youth in Vancouver before-she 
went to Shelby and commenced her Broadway 
career. The marriage went the usual way of 
girls who go to Broadway, but it left Patsy 
English by birth and Canadian by marriage, 
according to U.S. immigration interpretation. 

Patsy has done nothing censureable, She 
only sought to sing and dance and amuse the 
tired American business man, but when per- 
forming in San Francisco a year ago the immi- 
gration authorities arrested her as an alien, 
threw her into the immigration detention shed, 
and commenced proceedings for her deporta- 
tion. It ended with pretty Patsy being landed 
on the wharf at Victoria two weeks ago as a 
voluntary deportee. 

At Victoria the Canadian immigration 
authorities took a hand. They refused to allow 
her to land on the ground that she had aban- 
doned her domicile in Canada. So Patsy is 
left without a country. She was taken back 
to Seattle and placed on parole pending the 
appeal of the U.S. immigration authorities to 
Oltawa. 

It’s hard to reconcile the relief lines, the 
suicide laws and the efforts of nations to keep 
people from entering their country, with the 
instructions from Ottawa to Canadian customs 
officials to refuse entry to Dr. Marie Stopes’ 
book “Contraception.” What's the use of bring- 
ing children into a world that has no work to 
offer them, and that uses corps of officials and 
detention jails to keep pretty and talented 
young people from seeking an outlet for their 
abilities?

The Alberta Legislature, acting on a request 
from the registered nurses of the province, re- 
quires matriculation qualifications in all future 
entrants to the nursing business. (It is no more 
a “profession” than newspaper work, to which 
the word is often misapplied.) 

Most of the other provinces have already 
raised the qualification to Grade 11 require- 
ments. The reason advanced is the “good of the 
patient’—as if pouring more algebra and litera- 
ture into a girl’s head will enable her to adjust 
a better bandage or avoid the many painful 
bungles that have marred the reputation of 
hospita! nurses of late.. The true reason, as 
expressed by doctors at the recent sessions of 
the American Academy of Medicine, is that 
there are too many nurses for the patients who 
can afford to pay. 

The remedy for this, as for sweatshop condi- 
tions in the protected furniture and clothing 
trades, is not to force would-be probationers to 
put in more years at school, but to so adjust the 
basic economy and currency conditions of 
Canada, that the idle and semi-idle masses will 
be put to profitable work. That will enable 
people who need nursing, to hire nurses. 


All this gives additional interest to the forth- 
coming visit of Major C, H. Douglas to western 
Canada. Major Douglas is the inventor of 
“Social Credit,’ which has over 500,000 declared 
supporters in Australia and New Zealand. The 
secret of Japan's sensational gains in foreign 
trade is declared by Douglas to be due to the 
deliberate adoption by the Tokyo Government 
of “a working of the Douglas Social Credit 
scheme upside-down.” This column recently 
told of the visit some years ago by two Japanese 
students of economic systems, to the headauar- 
ters of the Social Credit League in London, and 
of their declaration that they had found in it 
the solution for which they had been seeking. 

Douglas has been touring New Zealand with 
the object of preparing a draft scheme of Social 
Credit, applicable to the conditions of New 
Zealand. He is due at Vancouver on his way 
home, at the end of this month. He is to lecture 
in a number of western Canadian cities. 


The problem, as Douglas sees it, is that while 
production is financed, consumption is left to 
take care of itself, with the result that produc- 
tion outpaces consumption of goods. He would 
finance consumption by issues of retirable 
“social credit.” His proposals call for the public 
ownership and contro] of all issues of currency 
and credit. This does not mean the nationaliza- 
tion of banking. It would however withdraw 
from the banks their present right to create— 
and destroy—credit at will, 

He would by a scientific price regulation 
system fix the “just price’ of commodities. 
Consumers would purchase at the “just price,” 
the difference between the “true cost” and the 
“just price” being met by drawing on one's 
portion of the national credit. This national 
credit would be increased yearly by the in- 
crease in the real wealth of the nation. 

In Japan where pirated editions of his books 
have immense circulation, Douglas says there 
is a well-instructed section of the nation, The 
phenomenal increase in Japanese exports, he 
says, has been brought about by subsidizing 
exports of the national credit. Hence his refer- 
ence to the Japanese working the Social Credit 
scheme “upside-down,”

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Vitamin “D” Often Lacking 


In Winter Months 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Vitamin D makes your body able to use lime 
(also called calcium) and phosphorous in build- 
ing strong bones and teeth. This vitamin may 
be secured in two different ways. Undoubtedly 
nature meant for man to get enough vitamin 


D by bathing the unclothed body in sunlight. 
When the ultra-violet rays 
from sunlight reaches the bare 
Skin, you can then make 
vitamin D for yourself, and if 
you were spending a winter 
in a sunny climate where you 
could dress in a bathing suit 
and stretch out in the sun, 
you would naturally get all of 
the vitamin D that you need. 

However, during the 
winter, many of us get very 
Dr. F. McCoy little sunlight, and we must 
then secure vitamin D in the second way, which 
is by using foods containing this substance. 
Beyond any question of a doubt, thousands of 
people lack vitamin D especially during the 
late winter months. 

When there is not enough of this viiemin, 
such disorders as rickets and tooth decay will 
result due to the fact that the body is no longer 
able to build strong bones and teeth. Rickets 
is most common in young children, but decay 
of the teeth 


is found at all ages. However, 
rickets can be readily cured by giving the 
patient plenty of vitamin D, and this same 
vitamin will often stop tooth decay from grow- 
ing worse. 

As a general rule, I believe that the average 
patient using both cooked and raw vegetables, 
meat, fruit, and eggs, and who takes sunbaths 
will get enough of all the vitamins. However, 
sometimes it is advisable during a later winter 
month to watch closely to see if there are any 
signs present which show that vitamin DU is 
lacking. It is then all right to make a special 
effort to put this vitamin into the body. For 
example: The child with rickets, the child or 
adult with decayed teeth, the expectant and 
nursing mother might all be benefitted through 
an extra supply of vitamin D. 

I am now going to tell you of a number of 
ways to get an extra amount of vitamin D into 
the body. One of the ways most talked about 
at the present time is through using “Vitamin 
D Milk.” This product has a great deal to 
recommend if. It tastes like other milk, the 
vitamin is not harrned by cooking, and it makes 
a very easy way for the mother to give the 
family vitamin D. This kind of milk is produced 
by feeding the cows on irradiated yeast. The 
dry yeast has been made rich in vitamin D by 
irradiation with ultra-violet ray, and it has 
been found that a certain amount of this 
vitamin will then be passed on to the milk pro- 
duced by the cow. It costs the dairymen a fee 
of $1.00 per year per cow to furnish you this 
kind of milk. It may-interest you to know that 
this license fee goes to the research foundation 
of the University of Wisconsin, as the process 
of .irradiation of foods was discovered by Dr. 
Steenbock of that university. 

Vitamin D Milk is now available in many 
large cities. This is a fortunate fact because 
rickets is very common in large cities where 
the children are cut off from natural sunlight. 
It is also possible to purchase vitamin D bread 
in some localities. 

I believe that it is perfectly safe to use 
Vitamin D Milk even though I see no reason 
why we should add large doses of vitamin D 
to every food we eat.

On this date, in 1857, readers of 
Canadian newspapers were as- 
tounded and dismayed by the 
news that a dreadful railway ac- 
cident had taken place at Hamil- 
ton the previous day.

of $748,000 was paid into sinking 
funds, as compared with an amount 
out of the 1921 total of $136,000, De- 
ducting this amount there was left,! 
in round figures, $6,000,000, 

“But it is generally overlooked 
that the province has a large credi- 
tor interest as well as large debt- 
or,” he said. “We find interest rev- 
enue collected by the treasury to- 
tulling $1,729,000. In addition, 
earnings on accumulated — sinking 
funds would be about $310,000, So 
that the balance of debt charges on 
the debit side of the ledger to be 
charged to general revenue would 
be about $4,000,000, just about equal 
to the sum required from borrow- 
ings to meet unemployment relief, 
protection of our irrigated districts 
and other unavoidable capital ex- 
penditures. I have always failcd 
to see where default in interest 
payments would relieve the tax- 
payer, If we default, credit is cut 
off and the resultant saving will 
just fill the gap of unavoidable 
capital requirements. We must 
choose between these and services.”

‘their’ property. Ownership of 
wealth without appreciable control, 
and control of wealth without ap- 
preciable ownership, appear to be 
the logical outcome of corporate de- 
velopment.” 

VITAL DIFFERENCE 

Emphasizing the vital difference 
between ownership and the ‘‘con- 
trol” by Finance Capital, Mr. 
Chase says: If dividends are to be 
regular it is to the interest of own- 
ers of these corporations to keep 
them operating. Now comes the 
irony. It may or may not be to the 
interest of the control to keep them 
operating. 

“Private profit for the group of 
2,000 men who direct corporate 
property is frequently best sery- 
ed by wrecking the corporation, 
and is always best served by a 
maximum of disruption resulting 
in shifting valuations on the 
etock exchange.

So a man needs as a mate a wo-| 
man of his own age and his own) 
Generation. A man talks to his 
mother, but he thinks aloud to his 
wife, if he is married to a woman 
he loves. 

But all of this does not affect a 
man’s love for his mother. In- 
deed, the more a man loves his 
wife, ‘he more he appreciates his 
mother, because his wife has 
given him a better understanding 
of women. No man ever realizes 
the sacrifices his mother has made 
for him until he has children of 
his own for whom he has to 
sacrifice. 


In a case of dire necessity, if a 
man was forced to choose between 
his wife and his mother, I think he 
should be guided by circumstances. 
If it is the theoretical case that is 
so often promulgated of his being 
able to save one or the other in a 
wreck, I think he should choose 
the wife on the ground that she is 
younger and had a longer expecta-

He should not sacrifice his wife 
to his mother by forcing her to live 
with mother if mother is tyrannical 
and disagreeable and makes the 
wife's life unhappy. He should not 
go to mother with his confidences 
nor ask her advice in preference to 
his wife unless he has been idiot 
enough to marry a moron, He 
should not always be throwing up 
his mother to his wife and making 
mother the arbiter of his house- 
hold. When he marries he should 
cease to be mother’s little boy and 
be his wife's husband; 

And mother should have sense

Shame May Make Sensitive 
Child Cross, Rowdy 

Humiliation—one of the most 
important factors in behavior—is 
described by Olive Roberts Bar- 
ton in another article on Child 
Training. 

About half the poor conduct of 
all children and all grownups 
makes its bed in a feeling of hu- 
miliation. We will not be put into 
a shamed or embarrassing posi- 
tion, therefore we become sus- 
picious of every py 
word or act of E

So let us take a child who is 
sensitive about something We 
won't know it because no one can 
guess what is in a child's mind. 
He is so secretive about his per- 
sonal feelings that he'd rather die 
sooner than tell. Humiliation bur- 
ies itself deep. He may be asham- 
ed of his looks, however beautiful | 
he is. He may be sensitive because | 
he cannot get his lessons, or be- 
cause he has to wear a tie or a 
suit he hates, Or he may be sen- 
sitive about home conditions. 


HOW TROUBLE BEGINS 


Perhaps his parents are quarreling 
all the time, He knows it and he 
thinks other people know it, Or 
it may be that his father doesn't 
stand well in the community, or his 
mother is known as a “character.” 
It may even be that he lives in a 
rich neighborhood where the other 
children have everything and he 
considers himself poor 

He won't let on that he is suf-

fering, as only a child can who has 
not the qualifying relief of his 
elders—he won't show by so much 
as a quiver that he notices “dif- 
ference,” He'll just go on and pre-

Then suddenly he becomes cross, 
disobedient, impertinent, and lazy, 
or even takes to lying. He won't 
do anything he’s told, he gets care- 
less about his appearance, fights the 
boys, and turns bully. 

Every one is puzzled. And of 
course every one comes down on 
him hard.’ He wont take it as a 
just reprimand, but instead will 
look on it as a real persecution di- 
rected at his shame. 

It is his way of reprisal, the re- 
taliation that comes after hurt, 


KEEPING SUFFERINGS 
SECRET 

A man insults another man and 
he gets knocked down. The boy 
is humiliated and he can’t always 
knock any one down, but he can 
do and does other things. 

He will camouflage that deep 
hurt of his. He won't allow the 
world to suspect his secret suffer- 
ing so he turns into a devil of a 
fellow to throw people off guard. 
Why, oh why, is our “ego com- 
plex” so afraid to tell the truth? 

Thus we have another reason for 
so-called bad behavior, a_ pitiful 
reason that needs understanding. 
It is one of the greatest problems 
of all, because it is so unreachable, 

However, a mother can get at it 
sometimes, if she suspects a hid+ 
den unhappiness. If she can cor- 
rect the situation without talking 
to him it might work a quicker 
cure. Because talking sometimes 
deepens the determination to hide 
the real state of affairs. It de- 
pends somewhat on the child, 
Whatever she says must be care- 
fully thought out so as not to cause 
still more trouble. It takes an ex- 
pert on such things to find the 
trouble without the child suspect- 
ing 

If the reason is known to the 
parent, the best thing is to remove 
it, if possible

CASUAL WATER IN HAZARD 

It has been noticed that a very 
large number of golfers are at a 
loss how to proceed when their | 
ball lies in casual water in a haz- 
ard. The rule governing the situa- 
tion is clear enough, but like many 
other rules in golf it is seldom read 
or remembered. The same applies 
when a ball lies in casual water 
on the putting green or casual 


water on the green interferes with 
play to the hole. 

In the former case the Rules of 
Golf Committee has made an 
amendment to the rule which will 
perhaps serve the good purpose of 
making players read the rule itself 
The rule states that if a ball lie or} 
be lost in a recognized water haz- 
ard, whether in water or not, or in 
casual water in a hazard, the player 
may drop a ball, under penalty of 
one stroke, -either behind the haz- 
ard in line with the point where 
the ball entered the hazard, or in 
the hazard behind the spot where 
the ball entered the water. In any 
event if the ball lies in casual 
water in a hazard, it must be lifted 
and dropped, in or behind the haz- 
ard under penalty of one stroke. 

The amended rules permit a re- 
turn to the tee, if the first ball was 
played from there, and the teeing 
of a second ball under penalty of 
one stroke. There will undoubtedly 
be times when a player will wish 
to take advantage of being able to 
tee a ball and take the penalty 
rather than drop in or behind the 
hazard under the same penalty. 

In regard to casual water on the} 
green, here is another rule which, 
although plain enough, causes some 
confusion. The rule states: “If a 
ball on the putting green lie in 
casual water, or casual water inter- 
vene between a ball lying on the} 
putting green and the hole, the ball 
may be played where it lies, or it 


placed in the nearest position to 
where it lay which is not nearer to 
the hole and which affords a stroke 
to the hole without casual water 
intervening. 

It must be remembered that the 
definition of “putting green” is: 
all ground except hazards, within 
twenty yards of the hole. The rules 
make no mention of that section 
of the course which is clipped and | 
level of a billiard! 
table for putting purposes, 

Therefore, if a ball lies in casual 
water within twenty yards of the 
hole, or casual water interferes 
with the player taking his stance 
within that distance, he is per- 
mitted to move his ball and place 
it at a point which gives him a putt 
to the hole without casual water 
intervening. This might even bring 
him, say from the longer grass at 
side or back of the green or from 
the ‘apron’ on to the putting sur- 
face. So long as he does not move 
his ball nearer the hole and places 
it in “the nearest position to where 
it lay which affords a stroke to the 
hole without casual water inter- 
vening,” such a move is perfectly 
within the Laws of Golf.—Colonel 
Bogey.
